firm, said the likelihood of the landlord 
losing them is “virtually slim to none,'’ 

“If a landlord is convicted of a crim¬ 
inal offence, more than likely the prop¬ 


erties will still remain in the landlord's 
name," said Noce. 

If tenants have arrangements to per¬ 
sonally deliver monthly payments to a 
landlord who can no longer be reached, 
they should set that moneys aside, Noce 
said, and assume they will be contacted 
by someone coDectingon the landlord's 
behalf. 

Hosve^'er, he urges caution and said 
it is crucial to get a receipt and take the 
agent's fiill name. 

“The teruint should double-;ind triple¬ 
check that the person acting as the agient 
for the landlord is in fact someone who 
has the authority to act on behalf of the 
landlord," Noce said. 

If issues arise in a landlord's absence, 
Noce said tenants should immediate^ 
contact the Landlord and Tenant Advis¬ 
ory Board for free assistance.

Brewers catching up to demand

Craft industry 
still lags behind 
Albertans’ total 
beer drinking

Albertans drink a lot of beer 
but have few traft breHTries. 

But some say that’s about 
to change. 

A new report from Beer 
Canada, the industry^’s trade 
group, sho’ivii Albertans had 
Canada's third highest rate of 
beer consumption behind only 
Newfoundland and Quebec. 

Yet that hasn’t translated 
into a big growth in local brew¬ 
ers. 

Albeita had 40 brewers as 
of 2015, the same number as 
Nova Scotia, a province Viith 
less than a quarter as many 
people. 

British Columbia, with about 
SeW^OOO more people than j\l- 
berta, has 120 breweries by 
comparison. 

Ben Rix, one of four co- 
founders of the recently 
launched Bent Stick Brewing 
company in Edmonton, said 
it's regulatoryr barriers have 
stood in the way of growth. 

Rix Eind his co-workers all 
worked at Alley Kat Brew¬ 
ing before the government 
changed its rules in 2013, al- 
losving brewers to be licensed 
without requiring them to pro¬ 
duce large volumes. 

“When that rule changed 


we all started chit-chatting at 
work,” Kk said. 

Since that first meeting, 
JUk said the company bought 
equipment, found a location 
and perfected their recipes. 

“People have been excited 
to get some new players in the 
area and the beer hits been sell¬ 
ing really well so far,"’ he said. 

Stephen Anderchek, the 
business manager of Village 
Brewery in Calgary, said iiunov- 
ing the large volume require¬ 
ment made it easier to start up. 

“You have people who are 
willing to make investments 
now where it is not an invest¬ 
ment of SS million," he said, 

Anderchek said the con¬ 
sumer demand is there and 
brevi'eries v>ill rush in to fill it. 

“Now you are seeing the 
catch-up. The interest in people 
wanting to drink different 
styles," he said. 

Terry^ Rock, executive direc¬ 
tor of the Alberta Small Brew¬ 
ers Association, said all the 
ingredients are here for more 
breweries. 

“We’re a world leader in 
the production of malt bar¬ 
ley," he said. '“We can cre¬ 
ate the freshest beer on 
the continent." 

Rock said he knows of 
at least a dozen nesv brew¬ 
ers that should open their 
doors in the next year or so 
and believes Alberta’s industry^ 
will swiftly catch up. 

“1 think we can actual¬ 
ly build a tourism industry^ 
around this." 

Tony Stolz, manager of Olds 
College’s Brewery, which is 
connected to the college's 
brewing program, said the

Too many 
native kids 
in care, says 
advocate 

Alberta's child advocate says 
seven out of every^ 10 young¬ 
ster's in the prnrince's welfiire 
system are aboriginal and big 
changes are needed to bring 
those numbers down. 

“Things are clearly not work¬ 
ing,"' Del Graff said in a report 
Tuesday. 

“Aboriginal families are 
stnjggling when they face cfuil- 
lenges related to the safety and 
well-being of their children. 
And the child-welfare system 
in place to help them is not 
doing it very well.'" 

An of December, there were 
6,aS0 children in care and 
4,719 of those were aborig¬ 
inal, Metis or Inuit. 

Graff noted that total num¬ 
bers have been falling since 
a peak in 2012, but the ratio 
has remained constant and is 
one of the highest in Canada. 

He recommended the gov¬ 
ernment make a number of 
changes, including gi\dng in¬ 
digenous communities more 
say and legal authority over 
how their children are cared 
for.

The Edmonton tompnny be¬ 
hind a controversial bar be¬ 
ing proposed on 104th Street 
now says it won't exceed 40D 
seats. 

Urban Sparq KospitalityH 
the company that currently 
owns and operates the Pint, 
Knoxville's Tavern and Deni¬ 
zen Hall, along with several 
other local restaurants and 
bars across Morth America, 
is proposing the nevi' bar for 
the fox Tower 2 — at 104th 
Street and 102nd ;\veniie. 

Brendan Crooks^ a man¬ 
ager with the cnmpany, said 
Urban Sparq never intended 
a 600-seat establishment as 
was advertised by a develop¬ 
ment notice that went out

to community groups and 
neighbours last week. 

“It was a bit misrepre¬ 
sented, the 600 number," he 


said. “After design we are go¬ 
ing to only get 400 seats in 
there, it's not a dissiimilar 
size to a lot of existing pubs 


downtown." 

For comparison, Kelly's 
Pub on 104th Street holds 
approximately 160 people 


and the Mercer Tavern holds 
between 200 and 250 people, 
depending on the configura¬ 
tion. 

When Urban 
Sparq's proposal 
came to light last 
w^eek, nearby resi¬ 
dents and business 
owners were con¬ 
cerned it would be 
out of scale for the 
area and ruin the 
character of 104th 
Street. 

Bars in the area 
are supposed to 
be limited to 100 
seats, but develop¬ 
ment officers can increase 
that size. 

The decision on Urban 
Sparq's proposal is in the 
hands of a city development 
officer and can be appealed 
to the subdivision develop¬ 
ment appeal board, but will 
not be a council decision. 

Crooks said the area is vi¬ 


brant and makes sense for 
an upscale pub. 

“We love the existing 
area, but we also love Rogers 
Place," he said. "It's 
going to be fantas¬ 
tic, so we just want 
to be a part of it." 

Crooks added 
the company aims 
to ease concerns 
by talking with 
the community 
and operating the 
venue with resi¬ 
dents in mind. 

“We're always lis¬ 
tening. We want to 
team up with the 
104th Street business group 
and make sure we operate 
responsiblyH" he said. 

If the development svere 
to be approved. Crooks said 
it would be Febiajaiy of next 
year before they even had 
possession of the space and 
likely late 2017 before the 
pub would open.

Leduc man looks to break 
open-water swim reeord

A Leduc man hopes Co break 
a vi'^orld record by swimming 
almost the full length of Oka¬ 
nagan Lake in British Col¬ 
umbia. 

And if Wayne Btrach, 
61, completes his planned 
135-kilometre, 55-hour swim 
— during which he will piiuse 
briefly to eat but won't be 
able to rest — it will be a 
new record for an unassisted 
open water swim. 

“1 ariginally had planned to 
do a four-day swim but some 
way along the way 1 w^anted 
to tryr the continuous, some¬ 
one brought to my attention 
it would be a world record for 
distance," Strach said. 

In order to be recognized 
by the World Open Water 
Swimming Association, 
Strach's swim will have to 
follow certain rules: He can't 
so much as touch as his sup¬ 
port boat, wear a wetsuit or 
be subject to a current. 

Strach said he's familiar 
with the rules at this point, 
after becoming the oldest 
Canadian to swim the Eng¬ 


lish Channel last year, which 
took him 17 hours, 

“This is a bigger chal¬ 
lenge," he said. “But any open 
water swim can decide to spit 
you out and throw you out 
at any lime." 

He won't be stung by jelly¬ 
fish or have to dodge ship¬ 
ping vessels this time, but he 
anticipates a new challenge 
in the hot sun the Okanagan 
is known for. 

His back will be exposed 
for two full days and sun¬ 
screen — even the thick 
grease mixed with sunblock 
he uses — isn't easy to re¬ 
apply in the water. 

“A severe sunburn could 


be a problem," he said. 

But of course the biggest 
challenge will be finding the 
strength to keep swimming 
for two days and Uvo nights. 

“That's the thing that no¬ 
body is able to help me with," 
he said. “There's no real way 
to train for that except to do 
it, and that's the big question, 
how long can my body keep 
going for'?" 

A lifelong competitive 
swimmer, Strach said he loves 
open water swimming for 
the opportunity to get out 
into nature. 

“You're enjoying the scen- 
ery^" he said. “It's fust enjoy¬ 
able to be out in the water."

While marijuana is not on 
the meeting’s fonruil agendii, 
Wynne said there will be "op¬ 
portunities for us in ciisuiil con¬ 
versation.'*

Canadian-made Zika traps are heading to Rio

A team of entrepreneurs 
based in Toronto is doing 
its part to ease Zika virus 
concerns among Olympians 
headed to Rio. 

About 250 biodegradable 
mosquito traps made by up¬ 
start Greenlid have been do¬ 
nated to the Canadian Olym¬ 
pic Committee and will be 


placed around areas where 
the athletes are living and 
training while in Brazil. 

Jackson Wyatt, co-founder 
of Greenlid, said the goal is 
to create a “^mosquito shield 
on the perimeter of where 
our athletes will be." 

Wyatt and his brother, 
Morgan, started producing 
the paper-based traps about 
two years ago, out of their 
passion to eliminate plastics 
in the fight against mosqui¬ 
toes. 


Since then, they've 
shipped thousands of traps 
Co Australia where the gov¬ 
ernment uses them to fight 
off dengue fever. 

About 10 other countries 
are running similar trials, 
including Brazil, Hcuador, 
Nigeria, Pakistan and Indo¬ 
nesia. 

Each biodegradable trap 
costs about SI, which is al¬ 
most five times cheaper than 
traditional plastic traps or 
mosquito nets, Wyatt said.

TrudeEtu unveiled his pkins 
for Prime Minister's Youdi Coun¬ 
cil on Twitter Tuesday in a live 
question-and-answer session. 

“I'm look¬ 
ing forward 
to showing 
young people 
and showing 
all CauEidians 
that young 
people's voices 
and input mat¬ 
ter deeply," he 
said in a video posted on Twit¬ 
ter ahead of the Q&A session. 

The non-partisan council, 
Trudeau's own initiative, will 
provide input on national issues 
such as emplojTnent, education 
and climate change. The coundl 
will meet vrilh the prime min¬ 
ister in person in October, and 
again in 2017. 

“You can expect that 
#pmyouthcoundl wiR be dris'en 
by youth themselves, and iv'ill 
cover issues that you say inat- 
ter," 'Trudeau said on Twitter. 

Online applications begin 
Friday, and close on Aug. 12. 
Trudeau said members will be 
selected for their community 
involvement and leadership 
experience, amongst other cri¬ 
teria. 

Meetings will be held across 
the country and participants 
will be compensated for their 
time, and travel expenses.

‘Ihe IOC has also said it could 
let individual international 
sports federations decide on 
whether to ban Russians from 
their events in KiOi just as the 


IAAF has done by ruling track 
and field athletes from the 
Gaines. The 2S international 
federations that govern the in¬ 
dividual sports at the summer 
games have made clear that they 
do not support a blanket ban.
